To the fecond pꝛeſumptid by

But it had bene no harde mat- 
ter foz her elem nepther

which hath ben, eis a thing ve⸗ 
ty vſual æ comon in ſuch caſcs, 
The two ſimple pꝛeſumpti⸗
